FR-A-852 603 (Dl; see, in particulaz , the first paragraph 
and the section entitled '^r6siinie'\ as. well as figures 1, 
2, 4 and 5) suggests ^^elongated recesses (grooves^ 
streaks, fluting or the likeX" which extend over the 
entire length of the portion ot the projectile located 
before (in. the direction of movement) the largest section, 
or over onily part of said length". In figure 1/ the front 
portion is- shaped as an ogive, i,e. ^^substantially'' 
conical. In figures 2, 4, 5 and 6, the at least two 
streaks are substantially syiranetrical to the axis of the 
proj ectile., 

The xnvent5.on described in Dl relates to ''a projectile 
shape that increases air penetration and stability during 
its trajectory". 

Problem: handgun projectile which has a precise and 
reliable trajectory, limited penetration in a soft medium 
and, depending on its implementation, can penetrate or be 
stopped by a bullet-proof vest"- 
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Solution; According to claim 1, the projectile has a nose 
and a cup- the nose is substantiallj conical and has at 
least two igtreaks arranged substantially symmetrically to 
the axis a.Z the projectile, or to ar axial plane, and 
having a cu.rvilinear profile from ttJe one to the other 
edge .
